among the oyster Iwds in Delaware bay 
and lr,btitary streams. Captain Mosca 
Vcale or the oyster schooner White Lily 
-?ays thai the destructive powers of the 
borer have- been known to oystermen 
only a tew years. He had followed oys- 
'er digging nearly 35 years, and the first 
fffcr lie saw was about 10 years ago, but 
t inr ravages in the oyster l/edo were 
i is'iparatively unnoticed until last year. 


(' tptain Veale Baid that "last year the 


i n i,!/erof dead oysters with holes made 
by Do:c>rsin the shell became so great 
ilidt 
oyb'ermen were alarmed. This 


>v.ir tho \vor!; of the borers lias become 
i pi five matter, and if it continues mauy 
bays will becojne depopulated of oysters. 
From one bed we dredged on this trip we 
crot 1 ,200 baskets of oysters, but out of 
•hese only 200 were good, the dead oys- 
ler-i having been killed by borers. A 
peculiar thing about the ravages of the 
boi ers is their apparent selection of the 
best oyster beds. We havo found this 
r<> be true several times this season. We 
have found a bed of small oysters almost 
entirely free from borers. This bed will 
be separated from another bed of larger 
oysters by 200 feet, but this latter will 
bo so badly affected by the creatures that 
it will hardly pay to work it.

When the borer fas- 
tens itself, it holds on like a leech, and it 
bi w^h difficulty that it can be removed 
with the fmg-ers. 


"Sometimes the borer fastens itself to 


the oyster shell near the edge, and then 
tho oyster is not killed. When the holo 
of tho borer is made near tho centor of 
the shell, the oyster is attacked in its vital 
parts and dies in three or four days after 
the hole is first made." 


Some of the bed owners near Maurice 


river have lost large snms of money this 
year on account of tlie borer. Thomas 
Munsey, who has a number of large beds, 
it is said, will lose $10,000. Several other 
men have lost nearly as much through 
this unlocked for calamity, and a num- 
ber of men have lost in the neighborhood 
of $3,000 or $y,000. All oystermen say 
there can be no way of taking away the 
borer without destroying the oyster beds 
—Philadelphia Ledger.

WHO DIED FIRST? 


A Question of Importance to the Helre o: 


Two Victims of Uattle fcreok's Disaster. 
Among the persons killed in the fright 


t'ul disastei at Battle Creek, Mich., a. 
few weeks ago were Mr. and Mrs. Charles 
E. Saxe. So far as the evidence showec 
both died instantly and simultaneously 
Nevertheless the question as to whether 
the man or the woman died first is one ol 
considerable importance to the heirs oi 
both, and an inquiry is already afoot to 
discover if possible whether there was 
any calculable difference of time be- 
tween their deaths. 


If it could be demonstrated, for in 


stance, that the man was the first to die, 
his prororty would pass to the heirs of 
tiis wife, whereas if it were shown on 
the othtr hand that the wife died first 
tier estate would fall to the heirs of her 
inshaud. Considerable property is in- 
volved in this question, and the case is 
one of peculiar interest. 


In cases involving somewhat the same 


question of fact the law has held that the 
ivoman, being supposedly the weaker 
person, would naturally be the first to 
expire. In the present instance, how- 
iver, where the death of the persons ap- 
peared to have been simultaneous, the 
courts, if it is brought before them, will 
encounter a problem of a peculiarly vex- 
,tious character. — New York Herald.

The bait manufacturers of New York, 
West Virginia and Michigan will join 
the wool growers, load and coal aucl 
iron miners and H,,gar planters in the 
fight against the bill, and the lumber 
men of Maine, Wisconsin, Michigan 
and Washington may take a hand iu 
the fight. 


Tariff bills are generally compro- 


mise measures. Tho MoKinley bill, as 
introduced, placed u duty of one and a 
half cents per pound on raw sugar, 
and of one dollar ou hides. At the in- 
stance of Massachusetts leather work- 
ers hides were placed on the free list 
and a compromise was effe^ ud with 
sugar producers by which tlu Jnty on 
sugar was abolished and a, bounty of 
two cents per pound substituted for 
the tariff. Doubtless similar changes 
will be made in thy Wilson bill ere it 
becomes a law. The coal, lead and 
iron uiiuers have no objection to free 
wool and free sugar, but by combining 
with men engaged ia those industries 
thoy may muster strength enough to 
force a compromise or defeat the bill. 


Distress in Oregon Attributed to Anti- 


Silver Legislation. 


SALEM, Or., December 25.—Governor 


Pennoyer to-day addressed the follow- 
ing letter to President Cleveland: 


"The extraordinary circumstances 


which greet the return of thisTioliday 
must be my excuse for writing you. 
To-day is the first Christmas in the 
history of Oregon when more than 
two-thirds of its people are without 
employment, and more than one-third 
without sufficient means of support. 
Business is almost completely stag- 
nated; money is not to be obtained, 
and debtors are powerless to avoid the 
seizure of their property and their 
homes to satisfy a small percentage of 
their value to meet the claims of 
creditors. Repeated appeals have been 
made to me, as Governor of Oregon, to 
assemble the Legislature in order to 
alleviate this condition of affairs and 
avert an impending calamity. Redress 
is, however, not in our hands, but in 
years, and hence this appeal to you. 


"The laws of Congress, which have 


discriminated against silver and made 
gold alone full legal tender money, 
giving to the money lender the privi- 
lege of ref using both the silver dollar 
and silver certificate, thus rendering 
unavailable more than one-half of the 
National currency as absolute debt 
paying money are sole causes of the 
decline of values, the paralyzing of 
business and of the consequent im- 
poverishment of the great army of 
wage earners and of the impending 
starvation of their wives and children. 


" If, when you stood on the eastern 


portico of the Capitol on the 4th of 
last March, you had speedily convened 
Congress and announced to the people

anil Swonlh of State. 


The fountain of municipal honor in 


England undoubtedly springs from the 
3uildhall, London, which justly claims 
to be accounted the most ancient of our 
municipal halls, seeing that the lord 
mayors of the laet eight centuries are, 
with justice, assumed to have had pro- 
totypes in the JBoman prefect and the 
Saxon fortreye or portgrave. 


For a considerable number of years 


Ihe robes of the lord mayor, the court of 
r Mermen and tho common councilors 
ba\ e been settled with a precision that 
•one save the most reckless of innovators 
would presume to disturb. The lord 
mayor himself has his "gold" robe for 
the occasion of the annual Guildhall 
banquet and for the times when he pro- 
ceeds in state either to the new law 
courts or to the houses of parliament. 
The aldermen have their scarlet gowns, 
the sheriffs their distinctive and very 
handsome robes and chains, while the 
common councilors rejoice in gowns 
called "mazarines," it being generally 
understood that mazarine is a term for 
a particular dark blue color, although, 
according to some lexicographers, maza- 
rine also means a drinking vessel and an 
old way of dressing fowls. 


Then, again, when the sovereign comes 


into the city the lord mayor is bound to 
don a robe of crimsou or purple velvet 
trimmed with ermine 
At the time of 


this investiture he wears a massive gold 
chain, but when he is honored by re- 
election at the expiration of his term of 
office he wears two chains. The mace 
of silver gilt, surmounted by a royal 
crown and the imperial arms, is carried 
before the mayor by the authority of 
the charter of Edward in. While the 
city possesses no less than four swords, 
one called the '-Pearl," presented by 
Queen Bess when she opened the first 
royal exchange, and so called from its 
being richly bet with pearls. This sword 
precedes the chief magistrate on all oc- 
casions of rejoicing and festivity. The 
sword of state is carried before the lord 
mayor as an emblem of his sovereignty 
withiu the city proper. The "black" 
sword is used on fast days in Lent and 
at the death of any member of the royal 
family, while the fourth sword is that 
placed close to tho lord mayor's chair at 
the central criminal court.—London 
Telegraph.

Judge Cheney heard proceedings 


under the writ of habeas corpus in the 
District Court this morning. 
The 


parties asked for time and the case 
was continued until next Thursday a 
the judge's chambers at Keuo. In the 
meantime McConnell was admittsd to 
bail in the sum of $3,000, which was 
furnished by d-eorge Eussell and Geo 
S. Nixon. The ease promises to be 
notable one." 


George Bussell upon whose petition 


the writ of habeas corpus was issued, 
and William McConnell and M. S. Bon- 
nifleld, one of his attorneys, arrived 
from Winnemucca Saturday night, 
Mr. Griffitts, an eminent lawyer from 
Spokane, Washington, an attorney for 
Mr. McConnell arrived also Saturday 
night. A\JOUBNAL reporter failed to 
get any information from these attor- 
neys as to the contentions in habeas 
corpus proceedings upon the grounds, 
as they say, that they never try a case 
in the public prints but only in the 
judiceal tribunals.

McConnell: 


SPOKANE, Wash,, Deiember 24, 


State Journal, Reno, Nevada:—Infor- 


mation reached here to-day that Wm 
M. McConnell of this city, who was ar- 
rested in New York City several weeks 
ago at the instigation of Sloane & Co. 
of Sa:.-. Francisco on a charge of swind- 
ling, and who was being taken back to 
California for trial, I-ad been stopped 
at Reno, Nevada, on a writ of habeas 
{corpus. 
A meeting of McConnell's 


creditors and other prominent busi- 
ness men was held this afternoon and 
resolutions were passed denouncing 
his arrest as malicious, and every mem- 
ber of the meeting voted to aid finan- 
cially in securing his release from ar- 
rest. McConnell's friends have made 
every effort to save him, and at Chi- 
cago, Omaha, Kansas City and Salt 
Lake he was stopped on writ of habeas 
corpus, but, ow ing to not being repre- 
sented by counsel, he was remanded to 
the custody of a Sheriff from Califor- 
nia.
